A MARINE OFFICER SENT TO GAOL 
FOR DISOBEDINNOE. 

Before Mr Wise at tho Policy Court to- 
day, James Wiltshire, second officer of tho 
3. 8. Sunkiong, was charged with refusing 
to obey a lawful order of the master of the 
vessel, Capt. Dodd. Mr Wotton appoared

THE HOLLYWOOD RoaD MURDER. 
Leung Tai, hawker, was charged with 
the wilful marder of o ran named Lai Yau 
on the 20th Sept. ‘Tho prisonor pleaded 
not guilty, and the following jury was 
sworn; Messrs J. 8, Judah,-G. ‘f. Veitch, 
J.B. Cox, i. A. Gomes, F. T. P. Foster, 
B. Layton and ¥. W, Oross. 

Hon. Ho Kai, instracted by Mr Ho Wy- 
sun, appeared for the prisonor. 

Tho Acting Attorney Gonoral (Hon. A. 
J. Leach) said the story of the prosecution 
was to the fullowing effect. About 6 om, 
on the 20th September a Ohinesa constable 
on duty in Lascar Row heard cries vf ‘save 
life’ coming from Hollywood Road. He 
tan up to Hollywood Road and saw Lai 
Yau, the deccased, standing in froat of the 
Man Mo ‘Lemple. He was erying out as if 
in pain and holding his hands over his 
stomach. Ho told the constable that ho 
had been stabbed by two mon who had run 
away. Ho found a blood-stained chopper 
lying on thy pavement. A European con- 
stable then appeared. Before this time the 
deceased, who was bleeding profusely from 
several wounds, foll on the Footway. After 
trying to find out where the men who had 
attacked decaased had gone he oxamined 
dccoased and found him literally covered 
with wounds, the most serious of which 
yas one on the left side of tho abdomen. 
Tho wounded man was sont to tho Civil 
Hinnpital, where he died next day. The 
deceased’ deposition waa taken by the Ma- 
gistrate. Deceased atated that the prisoner 
and another mau named Ohi tai, had at- 
tacked him and stabbed him. Tt appeared 
that Chi Tai and the deceased had a quarrel 
on the motning of the 28th, which was kept 
up all day and renewad next morning. 

‘Tha evidence of the police constables was 
then taken and the deceased's deposition 
was tead, The deceased in his atalument 
said that the prisoner stabbed hima several 
times, Prisonor hud no quarrel with de- 
ceased, 

Tho priaoner’s statement in which he 
donied tho charge was alan read. 

Dr Ho Kai, for the defence, said the ovi- 
dence produced for the prosecution only 
showed the fact that a murder had boeo 
committed and did not in any way show 
that the prisonor was complicated in it. 
Tho learned counsal proposed to call evi- 
dence ‘ 

The Jury, however, intimated that they 
had made ‘up their minds about the case 
‘and that it was not neccarary to call evid- 
enco for the defanco. They were unani- 
mously of opinion that the prigonar was 
pot gaily.

THE DROWNING OF LIEUT, THUR. 
BURN, 
(Penang Gazette 15th October). 


Tho news of a and boat accident in the 
Kodah river, which resullud in the drown- 
ing of an ottcer cf A.M.S. Hyuciath, was 
reevived on Tuesday, although détails 
wera not (> hand il yesterday, The 
Hyacinth left Ponang on Friday forthe 
Kedah river, with tae Hon, A. M. Skianer, 
(.M.G., on board, who was going on Con- 
pular duty, On ‘arriving, the Hyacinth 
anchored about three miles vif the Kedah 
river, the water being too shallow to pers 
mit of nearer approach. At 8. o.m. on 
Sunday, a party left the ship in tho Sul- 
tan’s Jaunoh for the purpose of anige shoot. 
ing, Messrs 8. OH. B. Ash, the Second 
Lieutenant, and Me W. 0. Thurburn, 
the Navigating Lieutenant, pairing of 
together. When the lutter returned at 
6.45 p.m. it was roining hard, avd dark, 
and the boat—a dug out—, in which thoy 
put off from the shore, was over weighted 
at one end by sume boya who had been 
making themselvos useful in picking up 
the suipe, The result was that when tho 
boat waa pusted off, tho currents swung 
her round by the bow, and the over 
weight of the boys causod the water tu- 
rush in and she sank, Tho river, at thie 
point, is 70 yards wide aud the current 
waa very sirong. Ach, swimming against 
the current, mauaged to make the bank, 
much exbausted. Thurburn, however, 
who was a less strong swimmor, went

‘A DESORIPTION OF PEKING 
(The Shanghai Mercury Correspondent.) 
‘According to proinise, and as thero is 


nothing of importanco to writo about, I 
give you a brief deseription of Poking :~— 


the southorn gates of Poking, . the. first 
object that strikes tho slow ia the 
beautiful tower otected on the top of the 
gall, Tho wall itself is from forty to fifty 
foot high, and from thirty to fifty feat 
thick. The facings ara of fino large bricks, 
with ‘which also the top is covered, 
The ‘wail is fully sixtoon miles roand, or 
rather square, ‘hero ara in all nine gates ; 
three in.the south, two-in the west, two in 
the north, ond two'in the cast. The gates 
aro atl ‘wall eonstracted; wi err APAces 
-betwoon the two doors, ‘Tho Chic-men, or 
front gate, is the best and largest. Tt how 
three pnira of doors ur antrances. Through 
tho middle dovrs, nud quite opporito, 36 
the palace entrance, where only the Em- 
peror passes. At ordinary times this mid- 
dle gato is always ahut-atid locked. Alt 
tho gates aro shut shortly after sunset, ox- 
cept on New Your’a Day, when (hey ara 
kopt a little longer. After tho gate is once 
shut no persuasion or money can open it 
till tha morning. ‘Tho front gate is open 
at midnight for o short apell, in order to 
lot the matidains come in, who hava to at- 
tend the meoting of the Stato Oouncil at 
the Palace at 4 am. Peking seen from 
the top of the wall looks liken grand gar. 
don, at lozat from sume ports. . ‘the yellow 
tuofs of the Iinpurial Palace buildings ara 
seen in the distance, glittering in the aun, 
with their so-called goldcn cliairs suapend- 
ed ob cach corner. At short intervals 
along tho walla guard-houacs are erected, in 
which goldiors are said to bostationod always 
for tho protection of the city. Judging hy 
the pay-rol] thora ought to ba quite a number 
of braves on the look-out fromtho wall, but 
actually only ono or two men ara to be Been 
in each guard-honse. Although entezin; 

Peking over the walls moans death, and 
going out the same way banishment for 
lifa, a good deal of smuggling in this man- 
ner goes on ovory night, ap arently un- 
‘known to tho authorities, Peking is built 
‘in a perfect square, and sil tho principal 
streots run from North to South, or from 
Enst to West. The Hata-men street runny: 
ing from tho southern gate, straight to.the 
northern wall, where it tarminatos a little 
‘to the east of the Anting Gute, is the long- 
eat atreet. in Peking, and measurca abont 
four English milea in length. Most of the 
atroots ara very broad und would malo 
splendid promenades or drives, were it not 
for the many encumbrances one meets in 
the road, Every Chinaman scoms to uso 
tho stroot ag he likes withont apparent in- 
terferonce from the police authorities, and 
filth, dirty water, and refuse of all 
descriptions are thrown openly into the 
public thoroughfares. On oach side of the 
toad, the pathways, which should be used 
solely by podestrians, are monopotised by 
booths and stalla in which a largo rotail 
trado is carried on, reminding one strongly 
in apponrance of 2 fair at hour, Some- 
times, when a big funeral is at hand, a 
great catnfalgue may bo scen obstracting 
the road for weeks ata stretch. The carta 
ant horses make n circuit without ao demur 
being uttered, The sncrifices to the dead, 
buening of big paper houses, horaca, carts 
figures of ali sorts and paper monay, are 
performed in the middle of the read, to the 
no small inconvenience of passera-by, Tho 
streots are always very muddy or dusty, 
and although $500,000 are said to be paid 
aunually on their improvement, nothing is 
ever done in the way of effectually olean- 
ing them. When thy vaca Empreas 


Dewager goes. nut, ther atxoote frre ‘atrown 
red earth, which: ghyes them 
somothing of the appenrance of a circus 
ground, and all _truftic, vehicular and 
pedestrian, is prohibited over these 
patched up thoroughfare, until the Em- 
perial journoy is ended ; but tha moment 
this takes place, the street returns to its 
| eld condition. Tho heavy, springless carts 
are enough ta ruin any - thoroughfare. 
Once an attemp! was mado to introduce 
tthe jiurickshn, but the carters combined 
agaitat the innovation and threw the wel- 
come yelicles into the moat outside tho 
city. Ina word, wher the weathor is wet, 
the Celestial capital may be described ay a 
mud hole, and in dry weather a dust bin. 
Tho numerous sewors in Peking, which 
were ones pruised up to the skics by s 
former French Couaul at one of the open 
ports, are naeful in many ways. From 
time to time in tho spring they uro emptied 
into tho strests under which they run, 
breeding diseaso freely in the surroundio 

neighbourhood, and all the year round 
their ilthy water ia used for keeping down 
the duat in the streots, No wonder that so- 
many people of tho city suffer from sora 
eyes and sore throats in windy weathor 
when the dust is blown about. Tho cleans- 
ing, of the aowers is fonerally incharga of 6 
high mandarin,,who pockets tho money and 


deputy porforms his duties by going into 
the shops and telting the shop-keepers that 
unless they give him a bribe, the sewers 
will bo oponed in thoir houses or before 
thair shops, thug putling a stop to their 
business for a considerable time. In tho 
rainy season some of the atrects are utterly 
jmpaseable, thy water coursing through 
them like a rapid river. It hos often oc. 
curred that carts have been upset and the 
occupants drowned in the streets of Peking 
in wet wonther. And yet, notwithstanding 
the filth, the climate of Pekin: is not consi- 
dered untoalthy, oxceptin summer, The 
dust-storms, which usually last for three 
days and nights, and. carry the yellow dust 
from the western desert purify the ait'and 
dispel oll harmful odoura. Tuw Chinese 
houses are all very.Jow, and as a rule, with- 
out an upper storey. As huildings, they 
Jeave much to. bs desired, for ia, rainy wea- 
thet, Lardly one of them dees not, Teak. 
Tho shops in some quarters have magui- 
ficent gilded and carved fronts, which con- 
trast oddly with tho filthy strocts in which 
they aro situated. The Fo bidden City, 
where the Emperor’ resides, occupies an 
immenso tact of ground. Formerly 
roadway led from the Imperial City 
over tha Marble Bridge, 
years this means: of acceas has been closed, 
and new @ dircuit has to bo made to. the 
Wost, City. ‘The Foreign -Legations are 
-moatly situated in the southern, part’ of 
Peking, it thé Chia-mi-hsiang, or so-called 
Legation Street’ Tha Frenob, English 
and Russian Legations occ By former 
ducal: palaces ‘and . are. very large. A 
chapel hes been built in ‘euch ‘of thoio 
edifices; and suitable socommodation is 
provided for. the- large “ atatls. The Mis- 
sionaries,’ hoth Protestant and Roman 
Catholic” are: scattered all over the city, 
the Cathdlios having four large churches, 
in’ the” North, South,” Haat’ aud . West 
quarters ‘of tha. City rospectively, the 
Inter boing the Cathedral,——a fing Church, 
standing in extensive’ grounds: The 
Hghting ofthe streots is far from perfect. 
‘Phere. area, multitude oft lanterns pro- 
vided for this purpose, with papet focings, in 
~qhich o amell oil-lamp bukna, bat thelr light 
isvery fosbla, arid as thoy ara denerally light- 
ed. only on’ broad’ niconlight nights, when 
the.mandarig in chargé of this department 
may «be expected to make his-tour® of in- 
spection, ‘the system ia far from ‘a satisfac- 
tory: one,:’.

The Shan-ti-fco 
coal mino is tho only one ‘which has 
paid well, Tho other mines sro white 
elephants, except of course to the Chinese 
direotora ond the Foreigners who have 
aupplied very expensive machinery, which 
aro lying at tho mines as momorials of folly, 
siroply because they did not at lirat find out 
what was reully below the surfaca, The 
strange fouture of all these mining opera- 
tions is that the places found where mining 
would have paid well, of which full reporta 
havo been handed to Li Hung-changa, and 
sent to Peking, ‘by: gentlemen such as 
Major-General’ Wilson, Mojor Pauli, 
Mosare. Bolhye, Uarrey, and others, have 
never been avalled of although they would 
not havo sost so muck to start as there 
that are and have been worked, After the 
Chinese wuthoritics havo spont milliont 
they find it to their advantage to open up 
thete mineral resources to the mutual 
penet of Ohineso and Foreigners alike, 
and to have Foreigners ‘as. directors 
ag well as Chines. ‘fhe Viceroy has given 
his sanction, when he signed the official 
ospatch in regard. to the Shingling mincs 
on the 2lst of October last year, and con- 
firmed the agreement so made on the 28th 
November, jointly with the Buord af 
Admiralty. 

Pho. latest bogus telegram is that thirty 
Foreign mon-of-war are st the Pagoda 
Avchorago rendy for operations, I wouder 
who concocts them. E wonder if I wero to 
try and despatch a telegram to you that 
Tientsin had been burned to the ground 
and all the Foreigners murdered if the 
Chinese ‘Telegraph Adiminigtration would 
forward it? doubt it. :
